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REPORTS OF BOARDS 

BIBLE BOARD 

For the last fiscal year the total distribution of the Scriptures 
through the American Bible Society has been more than three million 
volumes, while the southwestern agency, managed by Rev. J. J. Morgan, 
distributed 81,195 volumes in 27 different languages. 

The number of languages indicates a missionary work of great value, 
and much of this work was done in Arkansas. As far as the funds would 
allow, our southwestern agency has met the needs for Bible distribution. 
The lepers, the blind, the sick, particularly soldiers and sailors in our 
army hospitals, the prisoners and inmates of our reform schools and 
rescue homes — in fact none who have sought a copy of God’s word and 
had not the money to pay for it, has been turned away. The attention 
not only of Methodism, but of all protestant Christianity within our con- 
ference territory should be called to the Bible depository at Dallas and 
at Little Rock where the Scriptures can be had at factory cost. The 
whole world is a field for the American Bible Society distributions, and 
this benevolent Bible cause appeals to its friends everywhere for gifts 
and bequests to aid in Bible distribution and in gifts of Scriptures to 
the poor. 

We make the following recommendations: 

First. That each of our pastors aid Brother D. H. Colquette, our 
Bible agent for Arkansas, in establishing an American Bible Society 
depository within his pastoral charge, or at least within easy reach of 
his people, and to aid him in Bible sales and distribution. 

Second. As the A. B. S. is included in the budget of collections or- 
dered by the Annual Conference, therefore, we labor to bring up full 
collections. 

Third. That our pastors call the attention of our congregations to 
to this invaluable aid to evangelization and ask for gifts and legacies 
to the American Bible Society.

REPORT OF BOARD OF CHRISTIAN LITERATURE 

Your Board finds from report made by Dr. A. C. Millar, that the 
circulation campaign put on the first of the year resulted in 5646 new 
subscriptions, giving a total circulation of approximately 18,000. 

In spite of this increased circulation the paper is in debt nearly 
$6,000. We estimate that nearly $20,000 is due on subscriptions, and 
urge that our pastors bring this situation to the attention of their peo- 
ple, and assist in collecting unpaid subscriptions. We think it expe- 
dient that a commission be allowed for making these collections, and 
are informed this is the view of the Arkansas Methodist Commission. 

We recommend as follows: 
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First. That the Budget plan be used as far as possible both where 
it has worked and where is has not been tried. 

Second. That a special every-member campaign be put on during 
February and March. 

Third. That $2,000 be assessed the Conference for support of the 
paper. 

Fourth. That the same commission be elected for the ensuing year. 

Fifth. That Dr. A. C. Millar be appointed Editor. 

We suggest that the Commission seek to develop some plan by 
which the Methodist may be put on a more substantial basis. 

We believe the Nashville Christian Advocate to be the best paper 
of its kind published, and urge for it an increased circulation. All mem- 
bers of official boards, and all leaders of Church activities should get 
and read this journal, and no preacher can afford to be without it. 

We call attention also to that splendid publication, the Missionary 
Voice. This is no longer simply a woman’s paper, but a preacher’s 
magazine. Every pastor should carefully read it, both for instruction 
and spiritual inspiration. 

Our Methodist Review is truly a magazine a special merits and 
deserves a large reading by both the ministry and the laity. 

We further recommend the buying and reading of our books and 
pamphlets furnished by our publishing house. Christian literature is 
a great home builder, and our young people should be supplied with such 
literature as will be character building. 

We urge that our pastors be more diligent in looking after supply- 
ing our people with all needed reading matter.

BOARD OF EDUCATION, REPORT NO. 1 

We, the Board of Education of the Little Rock Conference, have 
had under consideration reports concerning the Christian Educatiion 
Movement, from the General Board of Education and from the Confer- 
ence Education Secretary, and respectfully offer the following recom- 
mendations : 

FIRST. We are gratified at the splendid progress that has been 
made towards the attainment of the five objectives of the Christian 
Education Movement. When all of the conditions are taken into ac- 
count, we believe that what has been accomplished is little short of mar- 
velous. It is a great tribute to the faithful service and loyalty of the 
preachers and people participating. 

SECOND. We desire to emphasize that the campaign is not closed 
arid must not be until the entire quota for this Conference is raised. If 
our institutions needed $33,000,000.00 a year ago, the Movement has 
multiplied that need by awakening in our people a desire for Christian 
Education. The schools of the church last year turned away 5000 for 
lack of facilities; they probably have lost much more heavily this year 
for the same reason. We are, therefore, in the midst of an incompleted 
task. Every charge in Methodism has been assigned a definite part 
in a great co-operative effort of the church to solve its educational prob- 
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lem, and it is hereby declared to be the policy of the Little Rock Con- 
ference to regard the quotas assigned heretofore as goals which the 
respective charges and districts are asked to attain. 

THIRD. This quadrennium promise to take its place among the 
greatest periods in the history of American Methodism. It has carried 
forward two of the greatest movements in the history of the Church. 
Arkansas Methodism next May is to have the honor for the first time 
in her history of entertaining the General Conference. This is sug- 
gestive of the large place which our Church in Arkansas is taking in 
affairs of the general church. Arkansas Methodism raised her full 
quota in the Centenary and she must make a similar record in the 
Christian Education Movement. Those in charge of the movement in 
this Conference are hereby instructed to lay plans for bringing the cause 
effectively before all charges that have not raised their quotas before 
the meeting of the General Conference, and pastors, Presiding Elders, 
directors and all in official relations are urged to co-operate to their 
utmost in carrying out these plans. To the laity of our church we ap- 
peal to respond generously to their efforts to the end that our schools 
may be equipped and endowed, and that Arkansas Methodism may go to 
the General Conference with a record of complete success in both of the 
great movements of the quadrennium. 

FOURTH. That the Presiding Elders in the first round of Quarter- 
ly Conferences secure accurate reports from pastors and Church Col- 
lectors or Directors concerning the quota and the amounts already sub- 
scribed, and concerning the general economic condition in each charge. 

FIFTH. That we urge our people to pay prompty their educational 
subscriptions when they fall due, that pastors and presiding elders do 
what they can to secure prompt payment, and that as most subscrip- 
tions fall due November 1st. we fix October 16th to November 5th, in- 
clusive, as pay-up period for the year. 

■SIXTH. That if church collectors in any charge or charges have 
not been appointed, they should be elected as the first Quarterly Con- 
ference of the ensuing year. 

SEVENTH: That where the original pledge cards have not been 

sent to the Educational Secretary the pastor arrange to have them sent 
to him at an early date. 

EIGHTH. That be appointed as 

Conference Educational Secretary.

There has been a noticeable increase in the interest manifested in 
the Epworth League throughout the Conference during the year. 

The pastors* reports show that we now have 165 chapters with a 
membership of 5,773. This is an increase of five chapters and 1,067 
members over that of last year. 

Our Epworth League Board has endeavored to encourage the of- 
ficers of the Conference Epworth League in their efforts to reach the 
young people of the Conference and to this end we employed Rev. James 
W. Workman for two months this summer as a Field Secretary. 

Your Board believes this experiment has been justified by the re- 
sults obtained, and it is our purpose to use a man two months next 
summer if our finances will permit. 

We call special attention to the summer Epworth League Assembly 
held annually at Henderson-Brown College, Arkadelphia, the date of 
which for next summer is June 19-23. Our second Assembly held last 
June was well attended and the quality of work done was of the highest 
order. We report 77 Life Service Volunteers, 18 of which number vol- 
unteered this year. We urge all pastors to see that their leading young 
people, and their Junior and Intermediate superintendents, attend this 
Assembly for special training in Epworth League methods. 

We urge every pastor to observe Anniversary Day and take an offer- 
ing for Epworth League extension work.

We recommend that our people continue to co-operate with the Anti- 
Saloon League and to receive its representatives whenever they come 
to our churches. The time has not come for the Anti-Saloon League to 
dissolve. 
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We recommend the re-election of George Thornburgh, A. C. Millar, 
W. M. Hayes, J. H. Glass, A. B. Few, and J. S. Utley as our representa- 
tives on the Arkansas Anti-Saloon Board. We recommend of election 
of Dr. B. A. Few as delegate to the National Anti-Saloon League Con- 
vention at Washington, D. C., December 6, 7 and 8, 1921. 

In view of the resolutions passed by our last General Conference, 
and the suggestions of the Commission on Temperance and Social Ser- 
vice, made at Lake Junaluska last August, we ask our pastors to lay 
the matter of the inter-racial relations on the conscience of our peo- 
ple to the end that our relations with the colored people be characterized 
by patience, justice, and Christian charity. We pledge co-operation 
with the Inter-Racial Commission, and ask pastors and people to form 
local groups which shall endeavor to establish better relations between 
the races. We recommend the observance as far as practicable, of “Good 
Citizens’ Week”, as suggested by the Arkansas Commission. We hearti- 
ly commend the work of the Home Department of our General Board of 
Missions, in providing for helpful work among the preachers of the Color- 
ed Methodist Episcopal Church.

RESOLUTIONS FOR SABBATH OBSERVANCE COMMITTEE 

For adoption by the Little Rock Annual Conference, M. E. Church. 

Resolved, that the desecration of our Lord’s Sabbath is imperiling 
the safety of our nation. Working for profit seven days in the week will 
destroy the religious life of any man, state or nation. 

We, hereby approve the national Sunday law proposed to our Presi- 
dent and Congress July 14th, 1921, by Noah W. Cooper, and others as 
committees from our Tennessee Annual Conference and eighteen other 
Annual Conferences of our M. E. Church, South, to stop all inter-state 
Sunday trains, newspapers, mails and federal work for profit, and secure 
a Sabbath Day’s rest for all, excepting emergences of charity and ne- 
cessity. We recommend that a committee of three, to-wit: George 

Thornburgh, Stonewall Anderson and R. P. Wilson, be elected to co- 
operate with like committees from other conferences and organizations 
to secure the enactment of this law and public sentiment to support it. 
We urge the co-operation of all Christians. We urge all our preachers 
and members to preach often and to practice scrupulous obedience to 
the Sabbath commandment. 

The Sabbath is God’s day of rest for all to lay aside all worldly 
money-making pursuits and to teach religion in our homes, in public 
meetings to our children and to all. To neglect this prime duty, as is 
being so generally done, means death to our dearest hopes, liberties, 
treasures and nation. We must act now, or soon it will be too late. 

We request our General Conference, meeting at Hot Springs in 
1922, to endorse the said proposed national Sunday law, presented to 
Congress, July 14, 1921, as above stated, and to take suitable action to 
have this Sabbath-saving Crusade carried on to righteous victory in 
public sentiment and public law throughout our nation; and through us 
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to all people, as God commands and as our Versailles Peace Treaty urged 
upon all nations. 

We request that our delegates present a copy of this resolution to 
our General Conference as a memorial from us.

Constitution 

We, J. A. Henderson, James Thomas, R. W. McKay, J. A. Sage, and 
L. B. Leigh, and our successors, desire to form a corporation, and for that 
purpose adopt the following constitution: 

First. The name of said corporation shall be. The Board of Trustees 
of the Little Rock Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South. 

Second. The object of the corporation shall be to receive, hold, and 
administer all moneys, funds and property, real and personal, that may 
from time to time come into its hands by donations, gift, devise, bequest, 
or otherwise, for any of the uses, purposes and needs of the Little Rock 
Conference, particularly funds and property for the use of deceased 
preachers of said Conference. 

Third. Said Board is authorized to place at interest any and all 
funds that may come into its hands for the use and benefit of said 
Conference, and shall make a full and complete report of its acts and 
doings in that behalf to the annual meeting of said Little Rock Con- 
ference for approval, showing disposition of the interests and funds re- 
ceived provided always, the Board shall carry out the wishes of the 
donors of said funds or property. 

Fourth. That the vacancies in said Board shall be filled by said 
Little Rock Conference, but in the interim such vacancies may be filled 
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by the remainder of said Board and the persons so appointed shall hold 
until the next meeting of said Conference. 

Fifth. That the regular meeting of said Board shall be on the first 
day of the annual session of said Conference, and at the same place as 
the Conference is held. The -first meeting shall be on the fifth day of 
March, 1899, at the city of Little Rock. Provided also: The President 
of the Board may call a meeting of the Board when deemed necessary. 

Sixth. That the officers of said Board shall consist of a President, 
Secretary and Treasurer; who shall be elected every two years, provided 
those elected at the first meeting shall hold only until the regular an- 
nual meetings.

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REV. EZEKIEL N. WATSON. 

Ezekiel N. Watson was born in 
Grant County, Arkansas, Nov. 
15, 1839. His father was a man 
. of high character and deep 
piety, a Methodist stewart who 
both knew and loved the doc- 
trines of the church. He served 
in the office of steward to the 
very end of his life and left the 
impress * of his noble Christian 
character upon his church and 
community so thoroughly that 
it still abides there today. His 
mother was a saintly woman 
who seems, like Lois and Eunice, 
of whom St. Paul wrote, to have 
imparted her faith to her children. They were reared in the 
atmosphere of piety and love and all of them became Chris- 
tians in very early life. Ezekiel N., the subject of this tribute, 
joined the church when he was eight years of age. He said 
often, in later years, that he could not remember the time he 
did not know and love the Saviour. The aged people of the 
community where he lived still speak of his fervent devotion 
to God and his blameless Christian conduct when he was only 
a boy. 

When he was nineteen years of age he was licensed 
to preach and admitted on trial in what was then called the 
Ouachita Conference, such being the original name of our 
present Little Rock Conference. The Journals of the Con- 
ference give the following record of the changes to which he 
was appointed during nearly forty years of his active minis- 
try:

His health failing in the fall of 1890 he was placed on 
the superannuated list where he remained two years. 

In the fall of 1892, his health having greatly improved, 
he was returned to the effective list and appointed to Des 
Arc and DeValls Buff, which he served one year. In the 
fall of 1893 he was appointed to Gurdon Circuit, which he 
served two years. 1895 to New Lewisville Circuit. 1896 to 
Bryant Circuit, where he closed his active ministry. His 
health having completely broken down he was placed on the 
superannuated list at the Conference of 1896 in which rela- 
tion he continued until the close of his life. 

He died at his home in Saline County, Arkansas, March 
15, 1921. For several years before his death he had been 
almost wholly blind and his health continued quite feeble. 
He suffered much but bore his afflictions with patience and 
Christian resignation. Doubtless, the death angel was to 
him a most welcome guest. 

In the days of his strength he was easily reckoned one 
of the foremost preachers of the Little Rock Conference. He 
was ever a diligent student of the Word of God and of the 
best religious and theological literature. He was exceptional- 
ly well informed concerning the doctrines and polity of 
Methodism and he was always ready to defend them both 
by his voice and his pen. He was one of the gentlest and 
kindest of men but he felt that it was his special duty to 
defend the doctrines and practices of his church against 
the assaults of exclusive immersionists and churchmen. The 
true value of the service which he rendered to Methodism in 
this way can never be fully estimated. But while he was 
ever ready and able to defend the doctrines and polity of his 
church, his preaching was not confined to those themes. He 
knew how to preach the great cardinal themes of the gospel 
in a most winsome and convincing manner. His ministry was 
fruitful in the conversion of multitudes of people and in 
edifying the body of believers to whom he preached. Doubt- 
less a great host of those who had been won to a better life 
by his influence were waiting to welcome him into everlast- 
ing habitations. 

He was not only a good preacher, but best of all, he was 
truly a good man. He lived a white life and bore a spotless 
reputation. His brethren, and the people generally, believed 
in him, loved him, and delighted to honor him. 

He was twice married: First to Miss Dora Crowson, 

a most devoted Christian and noble woman. She bore him 
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seven children, four of whom are still living. One of the 
four is the Rev. W. C. Watson, D. D., now the pastor of our 
church in Blytheville, in the North Arkansas Conference, but 
until within the past year an honored member of our own 
Conference. The others, C. W., Ned and Miss Lydia, are 
honored members of our church, and of society, in Midland, 
Texas. His first wife died some years ago and after a few 
years he was married to Mrs. Lucy Hogue, a good Christian 
woman, who tenderly cared for him during the declining 
years of his life, and who still survives him. 

He was the last surviving member of the Conference of 
1859 so that his name stood at the head of our Conference 
roll. This honored name which has adorned the roll of our 
Conference for nearly sixty-two years will now disapper, 
but the memory of the good man who bore it will abide with 
us yet many years, and the influence of his life and labors 
will bless the world for generations to come. Truly, “The 
memory of the just is blessed.^"

Mrs. Mary E. Sherwood, the eldest daughter of IL H. 
and Amelia J. O’Neal, was born near Newport, Tenn., 
November 25, 1840. Moved with her parents to near Hunts- 
ville, Alabama.

She 
was married to Capt. J. R. Sherwood, U. S. A., September 30, 
1865, in the city of Memphis, Tenn., where her family had 
moved near the close of the war. To them were born three 
children, two daughters who survive, and a son, who died in 
infancy. They lived in Memphis and vicinity until 1869, when 
they moved to Pine Bluff, Arkansas, and settled on a farm 
southeast of the city. Here her husband was converted, join- 
ed the Methodist church and was licensed to preach under 
the pastorate of Rev. W. J. Davis, April 29, 1871. The follow- 
ing winter he joined the Little Rock Conference and was ap- 
pointed to the Eudora Circuit, 1872. From then until his 
death, March 22, 1900, he was a faithful preacher in the 
church he loved so well. There were few railroads in the 
state at that time and a move for the preacher meant long 
rides across the country in the cold and storms of winter, 
for Conference came late in the year. Parsonages were rare 
in the rural sections and when found were scantily furnished, 
so the preacher had an extra burden in moving household 
goods. To the woman who had been so sheltered from hard- 
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ships this was not an inviting field, but not once did she 
falter or make things hard for the man who had trusted 
her. With faith and courage she cheerfully bore the pri- 
vations of the itinerant preacher’s life, happy in the service 
of the Lord and the love of her husband. She was gifted 
with the happy faculty of making the best of everything. 
Her home was a haven of rest and peace to her family. 
The stranger and wayfarer who chanced to enter there re- 
ceived a kindly welcome and no one was ever turned away 
when they sought aid. In every relation of life she measured 
up to the highest standard, as daughter, sister, wife, mother. 
She was my mother and I feel I knew her. On the altar of 
motherhood she poured out the sweetness of her soul. Noth- 
ing of her love did she withhold from her children. I know 
the pure and lofty ideals that inspired her life. She regarded 
her children as a gift from God, to be treasured and trained 
for him. As I sat at her feet and learned the first lessons 
of life she taught me to reverence God, to respect age and be 
tender to the helpless; that character meant more than any- 
thing we might possess. Mother was my confidant and 
truest friend all through life. Mother made her home with 
her younger daughter, Mrs. Alice Flint of Dallas, Texas, for 
several years past, spending the summers with me. Last 
June while enroute to Pine Bluff she received an injury that 
caused her months of suffering which she bore with patience 
and sweetness until her death which occurred on February 
17, 1921. With the passing of this saintly woman another 
pioneer of Arkansas Methodism has passed to her reward.

Mrs. Pauline Atchley (nee Harrison) was born near 
Tulip, Arkansas, in 1837. She belonged to a well-to-do family. 
She was educated at Tulip. When a child she was converted 
and joined the church and was all her life a faithful work- 
er. 

She was married to Rev. R. C. Atchley in March, 1913. 
They lived together only four years when he died. She was 
never strong. She died in great peace November 13, 1921, 
and was buried at Dalark by her pastor. Very little is known 
of her life by me. She loved God and the church and was 
always in her pew when able to be there.
